nil expenses of uunlug and smelting, so 
that tho copper was all clear profit 
Daly 


was superintendent and part owner. 
He 


showed himself to be a man of great busi- 
ness capacity and of masterful temper. Ha 
developed tho mine, bought adjacent mines 
on the copper vein, and wanting a place to 
reduce and smelt bis ores whero water aud 
wood were plentiful ho founded the town 
of Anaconda ia a valley some 25 miles 
away and there established the greatest 
copper plant in the world. Ho was not 
satisfied with the rates tho Montana Union 
railroad chm'ged him for transporting nig 
ores, so ho built a parallelrond from Butte 
to Anaconda. 
Tho Anaconda now pro- 


rlaces one-fourth of tho entire copper out- 
put of tho glube. Its annual product ex- 
ceeds that of all the Lake Superior mines 
combined. Last year the assets of tho 
Montana conipauy wero figured up at $37,- 
087,003, and its net profits wero 53,892,000. 
It has 8,000,000 tons of oro in sight in its 
mines, ancv no one of its shafts is down 
farther than 1,500 feet. How much deeper 
the vein goes into tho bowels of the earth 
is a matter of conjecture. It will no doubt 
be worth to tho new owners a great deal 
more than the $45,000,000 they pay for it. 
All thia vast increase in actual wealth from 
the original $35,000 paid the Hickcys has' 
come out of tho ground. Buttc, now a 
city of 45,000 people, has many mines be: 
Bides tho Anaconda, buc nono that ap- 
proaches it in value. 


'Whenfortunecamotohiminbigchunks, 


so to speak:, Marcus Daly did not forget 
that ho had been n working miner himself, 
tunneling, b'lasting and shoveling pro with 
the boys. He bos always been a good friend 
to the miners, maintaining their high 
standard of wages and giving generously to 
aid those in distress. His tastes arc simple, 
and his only extravagance is his passion 
for fine horses. At.Hamilton, in the Bit- 
ter Root vnlloy, lie lias fenced in a great 
tract of pasture land and maintains one of 
tho best breeding forms in America, His 
racera havo long been famous on the prin- 
cipal courses of the east. 
He is a resolute 


antagonist in business struggles, and he' 
has more than onco broken the combina- 
tions of tho copper syndicates of Paris. 


Marcus Daly lost tho greatest fight he 


ever mndo, and his defeat rather soured 
him for a time. Two years ago he sot out 
to remove the capital of Montana from 
Helena, tho railway and business center of 
the state, to his own copper smelting town 
of Anaconda. 
The proposition appeared 


preposterous on its face, for Anaconda is 
near the western border of Montana and has 
no Interests not dependent on the one great 
coi'poratlou which created it, but Daly, 
.•with his talents for practical politics, his 
roasterf ul disposition and his great wealth, 
set on foot such a skillful canvass that he 
came very iiear winning. 
He would have 


succeeded in all probability if his chief rival 
in Butto, the rich banker and mine owner 
W. A. Clark, hud not .thrown his money 
and his strong personal influence into the 
scale in behalf of Helena at the critical mo- 
ment. When the victory -was won, tho peo- 
ple of Helena drew Clark through their 
streets in a barouche and showered him 
with flowers. Daly has never set foot in 
Helena since bis defeat. 


The town of Anaconda ought to bear 


Daly's name. It has 7,000 or 8,000 peo- 
plo, the best hotel in Montana, a daily pa- 
per that circulates throughout the state, 
well built business streets, good schools, 
waterworks, churches, 
banks and 
big 


ctores. It is all tho creation of Marcus 
Daly. 
A few years ago the ground upon 


which it stands was a Bheep ranch. 16 is 
an enduring'intjnuiuent to the memory of 
a man of remafkSblc force nud originality 
of chiirncter.—E. V. Smalley in Chicago 
Times-Herald.'

Thirty-Five Men Forlxhed.

THEY CAM I HOOT THEIR- OWN 


WOOL GKOWEE6 IN.NO:HEED OF 


GOVERNMENT ASSISTANCE. 


Freo Vbql Has- Kot Exterminated thi 


. Bheep,.a* -Predicted *by Higl} Protection. 
lst«— Latest Statistics Show a, Decided In- 
crease In tlio 


The American. Wool Reporter gives 


in its lasb edition a very interesting 
Bcries of statistics on the number ol 
ahecp in the- United States in 1800 and 
in 1895. This shewing has a value botl: 
economic and political. It is of intcresl 
to know the industrial condition of the 
various sections of our country, and by 
having information bearing npon this 
subject the statistician and economist is 
in a position to judge of the changes 
that ore from time to time taking place 
in the industrial welfiiro of the people. 
If there is a great falling off in the 
number of sheep raised in a western or 
the amount of cotton grown in n. south- 
ern state, while there is a marked in- 
crease in one or tho other of these re- 
spects in uuothor state, the conclusion 
may fairly be drawn that now industrial 
conditions have presented themselves, 
and that tho people have accommodated 
themselves to tlTa altered situations, 


In its political aspect the statistics ol 


sheep in this country have a distinct 
value, for tho reason that a, few years 
ago it \vos claimed by those who were 
the advocates of the system of high pro- 
tection that if wool was placed upon 
the free list we should no more raise 
sheep in this country than we now raise 
tea or coffee ; thct the flocks would be 
exterminated and that wo should bo en- 
tirely dependent npon foreigners for our 
supply both of wool and mutton. 
Tho 


table of statistics we are referring to 
proves conclusively that this is not the 
case. Taking the estimate of tho United 
States census in 1890, it is found that 
at time there were 40, 876,318 sheep in 
thia country, while the careful tables ol 
Tho American Wool Reporter— tables 
prepared by counties in all of the states 
and territories of the Union — shisw that 
there were on the last of December ol 
1895 
in this country 88,521,255 sheep. 


Now this is very far from extermina- 


tion. Indeed/taking into account the 
depressed condition of business affairs 
during the last few years, due to the 
uncertainties growing out of onr cur- 
rency system, the showing made is ono 
which may be called exceptionally good; 
for there hns been relatively as large n 
decrease in the number of cattle, horses 
trad swine in tho United States in the 
period referred to as there has been in 
the number of sheep, while the raisers 
of sheep have in the interval been called 
to stand a change from an artificial con- 
dition of protection to complete free 
trade so far as their product is concerned. 


There has been, it is trnc, il material 


decline in the number of sheep in some 
of tho states where largo numbers of 
sheep have been raised in the past, as, 
for example, in Michigan, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. On the other hand, there 
have been increases, nnd in some in- 
sttraces'eriormcrns increases, in the num- 
ber of sheep raised in Arizona, Califor- 
nia, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, New Mexi- 
co, North Dakota, South Dakota, Oregon, 
Washington and Wyoming. In these 
states and territories the increase in tho 
number of sheep has run all the way 
from 50 per cent to 300 per cent. Be- 
sides this, there has apparently been un 
improvement in the wool clip, apart 
from the number of sheep, since the 
output of 1895 is estimated at 309, 748,- 
000 pounds, while tho product of the 
year 1894 is given as 298,057,384 
pounds. Altogether the showing'is one 
which- indicates that the wool- growers 
have arrived at a point where they can 
hold their'own, and on the score of gov- 
ernment assistance arc- just now in no 
more need of aid than the raisers of 
hogs or cattle. — -Boston Herald. 


Tbe End 10 Not Yet. 


In one respect the Republican majori- 


ty in the bouse this session cannot be 
accused by the bitterest partisan of a 
want of activity. 
Of 32 Democrats 


whose seats were contested 12 have al- 
ready been ejected^and g Republicans 
and 2 Populist Republican contestants 
have been admitted. The seats of two 
ejected Democrats were declared vacant. 
This is quite equal' to the record of the 
former Reed congress, although the 
number of contests in that congress was 
not nearly so great as in this. The ma- 
jority of the claims of tho defeated can- 
didates in the present house w:ero so 
frivolous that a partisan committee on 
elections could find no pro test for favor- 
ably considering them, but the work of 
tho party guillotine is not yet ended, 
und some more Democratic heads may 
be expected to fall in the abort session 
next winter. — Philadelphia Record.

come. A more inefficient congress has 
rarely been seen, in "the whole-history 
of the Republican party.

Governor Bushnell was cheered when

Vermont 
was announced by Senator Proctor, 4 
yeas, 3 nays. Harrison's secretary of 
tvar was unrecognized by the crowd. 
When the call of Virginia was responded 
with a yea, the success of the ma]oi-liy 
report was assured, and the doubt which 
had been gathering on Mark Hanna;s 
forehead disappeared. 


"When the roll of states was com- 


pleted there was a minute of anxiety 
v-hlle the clerks footed up the totals. 
"When Chairman Thurston announced 
the result. SCS^i for ordering the previ- 
ous question, and SSS'X: against." the Mc- 
Kinleyites howled themselves hoarse. 


The rules of the house of representa- 


tives, which govern the proceedings of, 
the convention, pending the repoi-t on 
rules, permit 20 minutes on a side for 
debate after the previous-question Is 
ordered, and Chairman Fort of tho com- 
mittee on credentials mounted the plat- 
form and spoke rive minutes In defense 
of the majority report of his committee. 
He spoke with great earnestness of the 
care with which the roll was made "up, 
by the national committee, after a most 
exhaustive hearing of the contests. H» 
went somewhat into details of the Texas 
contest. His 
description 
of TVright 


Cuney, the colored man at the head of 
the contesting delegation, taking his hat, 
adjourning the convention and taking 
the convention with him, raised a laugh. 
In the Delaware contest, delegates and 
spectators Joined in a tumultuous dem- 
onstration of approval of his bitter de- 
nunciation of tbe Addlcks Republicans 
in Delaware. 


Mr. Hepburn then mounted the plat-

shrieked for "Three cheers for McKin- 
ley." 


On the question of adopting the mi- 


nority report regarding Delaware, Texas 
and the Judgments of the national com- 
mittee in remaining contests, the "noes" 
prevailed by a great volume of sound, 
and the minority report was rejected in 
sections, and as a whole. On the pre- 
vious question of adopting the ma- 
jority report the "ayes" were clear'.s1 
loudest, and no demand was made for 
a rollcall, everyone having been satis- 
fied with the test vote.

E. B. Winslow Nominated 


for Governor. 


Portland, lie., June IS.—The Dem- 


ocratic, state convention was held here 
yesterday. C. F. Johnson of Waterviile 
was Introduced as permanent chairman 
Mr. Johnson, on accepting; the chair, de- 
livered a long address, In .which be ar- 
raigned the Republican party, and de- 
nounced its principles In general. The 
policy ot the Democratic party was eoiriT 
mended and Its president eulogized. In 
course of his remarks Mr. Johnson 're- 
lerred to ex-Governor Russell of Massa- 
chusetts as a presidential candidate. 


After the nomination of Edward. B. 


"VVJnslow as. a candidate'for governor, 
thu convention received the reports.oC 
the; committee on resolutions. The ma- 
jority report of the committee on resolu- 
tions was as follows: 


The Democrats of Maine reaffirm their 


adherence to the cardinal doctrines of 
their party, and declare, that the beat 
interests of sood government require: 


No sumptuary lawa; no Invasion of the 
sanctity of the home, whether of the 
rich or the poor, nor of the person, by 
warrants procured to -gratify personal 
malice or advance of party* ends under 
the pretense of the enforcement of the 
law; no Interference with the local af- 
fairs oE the municipalities of the state 
for partisan or political purposes; no 
unnecessary increase of.the number of 
public officers, nor increase of the com- 
pensation of those already In office, arid 
the abolition ot all unnecessary offices, 
We demand the Impartial 
enforce- 


ment of such laws as exist, for the public 
gcod only, not to promote party-interests 
or to extort money for corrupt purposes. 


"SVe demand the repeal .of the act of 


1S93, abolishing school districts, whereby 
the people In rural districts are deprived 
of local self-government, and In many 
cases of the educational advantages to 
which they are entitled. 


During the years of high protection, 


American shipping- in the foreign trade 
ha:; fallen from 2.406,844 to 822,347 tona 
a decline of two-thirds, during which 
period the value of our foreign com- 
merce has trebled. During the 35 rears 
the Democratic policy advocated by 
Thomas Jefferson was In force. Ameri- 
can tonnage In the foreign trade In- 
creased sevenfold, and carried 90 pur 
cent of our commerce, whereas but 11 per 
cent of that commerce is carried In 
American ships today. 
"We therefore 


denounce the Republican policy of neg- 
lect or American shipping, and favor a 
return to the policy of Jefferson, to the 
end that American ships may.once more 
carry American commerce. 


"We recognize the Justice In bestowlnp 


pensions upon the soldiers and "sailors 
or the late war- but believe that the 
bounty of the government should oe so 
distributed that the pension roll should 
be a roll of honor. 


"We reaffirm the position on the ques- 
tion o£ temperance taken in the plat- 
form adopted by the Democratic state 
convention in 1394, and we earnestly 
favor a resubmlsslon to the people of the 
constitutional provision relating to the 
subject, with a. view to the adoption of 
the Norwegian system of high license, 
with local option. 


"We oppose the free coinage of silver, 
and favor the single gold standard, un- 
less a dliterent standard Is adopted 
through International agreement.. 


The minority report of the committee 


on resolutions offered in amendment, to 
the money plank of the platform the fol- 
io wing: 


The use c£ both gold and silver as the 


standard money of the country, and the 
coinage of both without discrimination 
against either, but at such ratio, whether 
by legal enactment or International 
agreemnt, as shall, taking into account 
the law of supply and demand, keep the 
two on a parity with. each.other; all 
money of whatever kind coined or Is- 
sued by the government, or Its authority 
should be equally good and equally in- 
terchangeable, one with the other, and 
be of equal purchasing and debt paying 
power. 
Immediately with.the offering of the 


minority report In amendment, a scene of 
turmoil and excitement occurred. Four 
or flve delegates attempted to address 
the convention at the same time, and 
when shut off by the speaker, protested 
against "gag law" and "foul play." 


The anti-gold party," led by M. P. 


Frank of PortlUkid and E. F. Hanson of 
Waldo, entered into a discussion of the 
monetary question, but were soon shut 
off by cries for the question. 


An attempt to pass the majority report 


by a viva voce vote was defeated. After 
two hours' of argument and turmoil/the 
convention was polled by counties. The 
majority report was adopted by a vote 
of 193 to 101, and the result was greeted 
with tremendous applause. .The conven- 
tion then adjourned.

At the conclusion of the prayer, Mr. 


Thurston recognized Delegate Madden 
of Illinois, who presented the chairman 
v.-lth a gavel made of wood taken from 
a house once lived In by Abraham Lin- 
coln. The gavel, he said, should bo pre- 
sented to the nominee of the conven- 
tion. Chairman Thurston accepted the 
gavel with a graceful little speech, and 
promised to deliver it after the conven- 
tion to the man who was to'be vthe 
President of the United States."

Before the cheering ceased, Mr. Den- 


nis of Kentucky, another gavel bearer, 
mounted the platform to present to 
Temporary Chairman Fairbanks, on be- 
half of the Young Men's Henry Clay 
club ot Lexington, a gavel cut from a tree 
on the homestead of Henry Clay. More ' 
remarks ot acceptance by ilr. Fair- ' 
banks, predicting the future of. Ken- 
tucky as a state permanently Republi- 
can. 


Delegate Torren of Minnesota, in an 


appropriate speech, presented to the 
convention a table made by some of the 
schoolboy of Minneapolis, for use at the 
national Republican convention held In 
that city four years ago. After accept- 
ing this table with a graceful speech, 
Chairman Thurston called for the re- 
port of the committee on credentials. 


Delegate Fort of Kc«' Jersey, the chair- 


man of the committee, mounted the plat- 
form and read the report. It' ratlQed 
the action of the national committee in 
all the contests except Delaware anil 
Texas, In -which the national commit- 
tee made no findings. In these two lat- 
ter states the report recommended the 
seating ol the Higgins delegation, in op- 
position to the Addicks delegates, In 
Delaware, and the Grant opposition to 
the Cuney delegates In Texas. 
The 


delegation recommended to be seated 
from Delaware are non-committal, but 
the Grant delegation from Texas are for 
McKinley 


The announcement of the decisions of 


the committee were loudly applauded, 
but there was a wild roar when Hep- 
burn of Iowa, In behalf of the minority, 
presented the minority report, protest-

in its last edition 'a veiy interesting 
series of statistics on tie" nnmBer ol 
ahoep ia the'United States in 1890 and 
in 1895. This showing haa a value bott 
eccnomio and political. .It is of interest 
to kno.w the industrial condition of..the 
various sections of our.conntry, and l>y 
having information bearing npon this 
.subject the statistician and economist is 
in a position to judge of tlae changes 
that are from time to time taking place 
in the industrial, welfare of the-people. 
If there is a great falling off in the 
number of sheep raised in a -western 01 
the amount of cotton grown in a south- 
ern state, -while there is a marked in- 
crease in ona or the- other of these re- 
spects in another state, the conclusion 
maj- fairly be drawn that new industriaJ 
conditions have presented themselves, 
and that the people ha-vo accommodated 
themselves to tfie altered situations. 


In .its political aspect tho statistics id 


sheep in this country- have a distincl 
value, for the reason that a few years 
ago it was claimed by thoso who were 
the advocates of the system of high pro- 
tection that if .wool was placed upon 
the free list we should no more raise 
sheep in this country than, we now raise 
tea or coffee; that the flocks would be 
exterminated and that we should be en- 
tirely dep'endent upon foreigners for oni 
supply both of wool and mutton. 
The 


table of statistics we ere referring to 
proves conclusively that thiq Is not the 
cose. Taking the estimate at the United 
States census in 1890, it ia found that 
at time there were 40,876,318 sheep ia 
this country, -while the careful tables ol 
The American Wool Keporter—tables 
prepared by counties in all of the states 
and territories of the Union—ah»w that 
there were on the last of December of 
1895 in this country 38,531,266 sheep. 


Now this is very fax from extermina- 


tion. Indeed, taking into account the 
depressed condition of business affairs 
during the last few ycjars, due to the 
uncertainties- growing out of our cur- 
rency system, tho showing made is oua 
which may be called exceptionally good, 
for there has been relatively aa large a 
decrease in the number of cattle, horses 
and swine in the United States in the 
period referred to as (here has been ill 
the number of sheep, while the raisers 
of sheep have in the interval been called 
to stand a change from snartiBoial con- 
dition of protection to complete freo 
trade so far as their product is concerned. 


There has been, it is true, a material 


decline in the number of sheep in somu 
of the states where large numbers of 
sheep have been raised in the past, as, 
for example, in Michigan, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. On the other hand, thero 
have been • increases, and in some in- 
stances enormous increases, in the-num- 
ber of sheep raised in Arizona, Califor- 
nia, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, New Mexi- 
co, North Dakota, SoutH Dakota, Oregon, 
Washington and Wyoming. In theso 
states and territories the increase ia the 
number of sheep has run all the way 
from 50 per cent to 300 per cent Be- 
siden this, there has apparently been an 
improvement in the wool clip, apart 
from the number of sheep, since the 
output of 1895 is estimated at 809,748,- 
000 pounds, while the product of the 
year 1894 is given as 298,057,384 
pounds. Altogether the showing is one 
•which indicates that the :wool growers 
have arrived at a point where they can 
hold their own, and on the score of gov- 
ernment assistance are jiist now in no 
more need of aid than the raisers of 
hogs or cattle.—Boston Herald.

number of contests in that congress was 
not nearly so great as in this. The ma-

Portland, Me., June 13.— The Dem-. 


ocratlc state convention was held 'here 
yesterday. C. F. Johnson of \Vatervllle 
w^s introduced as p'ermaricnt chairman. 
Mr. Johnson, on accepting the chair, de- 
livered a long- address, in which he ar- 
raigned the Republican party, and de- 
nounced Its principles in general. The 
policy of the Democratic party was com- 
mended and its president eulogized.' In 
course of his remarks Mr. Johnson re- 
ferred to ex-Governor Russell of Massa- 
chusetts E.S a. presidential candidate. 


.After the nomination of .Edward B: 


TVIiislow as a. candidate for governor, 
thu convention received the reports of 
the committee on resolutions. The ma- 
jority report c£ the committee on resolu- 
tions was as follows: 


The Democrats of Maine reaffirm their 
adherence to the cardinal doctrines nt 
their party, and declare that the best 
Int'.'rcsts cf £-ood government require: 


J^o sumptuary laws; no Invasion or the 
sanctity of the home, whether ot tl\e 
rlnh or the poor, nor of the person, by 
warrants procured to gratify personal 
malice or advance of party ends undor 
the pretense of the enforcement of the 
law: no interference with the local af- 
fairs of the municipalities of'the state 
for partisan or political purposes; iio 
unnecessary increase of the number of 
public officers, nor increase of the com- 
pensation of those already in office, and 
the abolition of. all unnecessary offices. 


"We demand the Impartial enfortie- 


! ment of such laws as exist, for the public 


J ecod only, not to promote party interests 
or to extort money for corrupt purpose:;. 


We . demand the repeal of the act of 


1S9I1, abolishing school districts, whereby 
the people. In rural districts are deprived 
of local self-government, and In. many 
cases of the educational advantages to 
which they are entitled. 


During the years ot hlgtrprotectlon, 
American shipping In the foreign trade 
has fallen from 2.496.S44 to-S22.347 tons 
a decline of two-thirds, during winch 
period the value of our. foreign com- 
merce has trebled.

schools and not compel scholars to italic 
some distance to the manual training 
school. 


Every one welcomed a change from the 


present system to - mechanical drawing, 
and deemed such a move advisable. 


Of courso it -was conceded that the 


grammar schools are hard pressed for 
rime at present and in order to introduce 
the new branch it would be necessary 10 
make a curtailment in some study. Prin- 
cipal Callahan suggested that a plan ua 
nrranged so that the study of geography 
can be completed in the uighth grade nnd 
not carried iiito the ninth grade aa at 
present. This would "admit some time for 
ninnual training.

It is reported that tho. great Anaconda 


mining and smelting properties In Jlon-. 
tarn, hova bc«n sold by J. B. Haggin and 
Marcus Daly to an English syndicate, 
backed Uy the Rothschilds, for if 45,000,000. 
Tbo development of these properties IB one 
of the. mofct Interesuug romances of tho 
rapid' cimtlon of wcialth in the Bookies. 


Somewhere back in tho seventies two 


miners named Hickey, "who came from St. 
Lavrrence county, 1C. Y., began to sink a 
shalt on a hill overlooking the little min- 
ing camp of Bnttc. In a valley hard by 
ran the Sliver Bow cruek, aud uloug' its 
Imukd tho gold seekers had Trashed out 
about all thu yellow metal cliat coold be 
found In the- gravel and had begun to turn 
their uttcntiou to thu outcToppings of sil- 
ver ore on the faces of the hills. A few 
paying mines hid been opened. Edward 
Hlckey' remembered a suutencc ho had 
I'did in one of Horacu Grccle'y's editorials 
when ho and his brother were living on 
their York state farm—a sentence about 
McClclJan'B army closing in around Rich- 
mond like a huge anaconda, and he gave 
tho name of thii big snako to the new hole 
in the ground. A fairly promising vein of

A utalv.-art young Irish miner named 


MaTOus l)aly had been 'noticed about the 
camp for Homo tLmc! He would work in a 
mine for a week or two and then call for his 
time, sayLug that ho liad the rheumatism 
and wanted to lay off for a while. Then 
be would get u job in another mine and 
again quit after a short spell of work. 
This young man had been sent out to 
Butco by J. B. Hnggin of California to 
pick up some good jnlniug properties, find 
ho bought^the Anaconda for his principal 
for $B5,000'. 


What Haggin wanted was a silver mine. 


Sobody at tluit timo suspected that there 
was a vast wealth of copper ore underlying

proaches it in value.

BO to speak, ilarcus Daly did not forget 
that he had bceua workingminer himself, 
tunneling, blasting and shoveling ore with 
the boys. Ho has always been a good friend 
to the miners, maintaining their high 
standard of wages and giving generously to 
aid those in distress. His tastes ore simple, 
and his only extravagance is his passion 
for fine horses. 
A b Hamilton, in the Bit- 


ter Root valley, he has fenced in a great 
tract of pasture land and maintains one of 
tho best breeding farms in America. His 
racers have long been famous on tho prin- 
cipal courses of the east. He is a resolute 
antagonist in business struggles, and ho 
has more than onco broken the combina- 
tions of tho copper syndicates of Paris. 


, Marcus Daly lost tho greatest nght he" 


over made, and his defeat rather soured 
him for a time. Two years ago he set out 
to remove tho capital of Montana from 
Helena, the railway and buslness_center.of 
the state, to his own copper smelting town 
of Anaconda. 
Tho proposition appeared 


preposterous on its face, tor Anaconda Is 
near the western border of Montana andhas 
no interests .not dependent on the one^ great 
corporation which created it, but Daly, 
with his talents for practical politics, his 
masterful disposition and his great wealth, 
set on foot such a skillful canvass that he 
came very near winning. Ho would have 
succeeded in nil probability if his chief rival 
in Butt«, the rich banker and. mine owner 
W. A. Clark, had not thrown Ills money 
and his strong personal influence into the 
scalo In. behalf of Helena at the critical mo- 
ment. When Tihe victory was won, the

ple of Helena drew Clark through their 
scrcets in a barouche and nhowered him 
with flowers,

Daly's name. It has 7,000 or 8,000 peo- 
ple, 
the best hotel in Montana, a daily pa- 


per that circulates throughout the. state, 
well built business streets, good schools,

gtorcs. It is all the creation of Marcus 
Daly. A lew years ago the ground upon 
which it stands was n slf?ep ranch.

Mr. Lodge -wns Ibsn recognized. He 


arose amid applause and said: "I dealrc 
to say, in behall ol the committee on 
resolutions, that the sub-committee lias 
completed a dratt of a platform, and that 
It la now under consideration by the full 
committee. The committee Is unable to 
report this morning, and ask leave of the 
convention to alt during this morning's 
Besnlon, hoping to be able to report a 
platform oi- principles at the afternoon 
session of the convention, and on behalf 
of the committee, I ask that leave of the 
convention." Leave was unanimously 
granted. 


The committee on credentials were 


called upon for tho reporc. but were not 
ready. 
Neither was the committee on 


permanent organization. 


A motion that the report of the com- 


mittee on permanent organization be 
accepted was made, and was agreed to 
amid applause. The report of the com- 
mittee on permanent organization was 
ihon presented and read. 
It namPd 


Senator J. M. Thurston of Nebraska as 
chairman, made the secretaries, 
SLT- 


Eeant-at-arms and other temporary offi- 
cers permanent officers of the conven- 
tion, and ga^e a list of vice presidents, 
one from each state, as agreed on by the 
delegation. 


The reading of the list ol vice presi- 


dents was interrupted by applause as 
popular names were reached. 


BESATOE THT3E3TOX 


Mr. Mudd of Maryland made the point 


ot order that although the convention 
might receive the report of the commit- 
tee on permanent organization, It could 
not act upon It until the report of a com- 
mittee on credentials had. been acted 
upon. The 
chairman 
overruled the 


point of order and promptly put the 
question on the adoption of the report 
of the committee on permanent organ- 
isation. On a rising vote the report of 
tho committee on permanent organiza- 
tion T/a? adopted. The chair Appointed 
Senator Sewell o£ New Jersey and Rep- 
resentative Payne ot New York to con- 
duct Senator Thurston to the chair. 
Senator Thurston took the chair amid 
tumultuous applasuse. • He said: 
Gentlemen 
of 
the convention: The 


memory of your kindness and confidence 
•will abide in my grateful heart forever. 
My sole ambition is to meet your ex- 
pectations: and I pledge myself to ex- 
ercise the Important powers of this high 
office with absolute justice and Im- 
partiality. I bespeak your cordial co- 
operation and support to the end that 
our proceedings may be orderly and 
dimmed, as before this/ the delibera- 
tions of the supreme council of the Re- 
publican party. 
Eight years ago I had the distin- 
guished honor to preside over the con- 
vention which nominated the last Re- 
publican president of the United States. 
Today I have the distinguished honor to 
preside over the convention which Is 
to nominate the next president of the 
United States. This generation has had 
Its object lesson, and the doom of the 
Democratic party Is already pronounced.

tials, saying they were engaged In the 
consideration of the Texas 'case, and 
had not been able to complete It. On 
motion of Governor .Bushnell of Ohio, 
the convention then adjourned until 2 
p. m. 


Long before the hour for the conven- 


tion to convene for the afternoon ses- 
sion, the galleries began to nil up, but 
the delegates and alternates were slow 
In arriving. There was a general an- 
ticipation that the most serious work of 
the convention would be done, and that 
&11 the work oE the convention, except 
nominations, would be cleared up at this 
session. 


By 2 o'clock the galleries Were soliJ 


walls of people, and the delegates were 
again crowding their way to the floor. 
The heat was somewhat oppressive, and 
delegates and spectators -had armed 
themselves with broad .palm leaf fans. 
At 2:30 fully 10,000 people were in the 
galleries. 


The culllnp to order of the convention 


was intentionally delayed, in moment- 
ary anticipation of the appearance of 
the committee on resolutions. It was 
2:40 p. m. when Mr. Thurston again 
called the convention to order. Quiet 
came with the first crack of the gavel. 


Chairman 
Thurston 
called 
upon 


Bishop Arnett, to come to the platform. 
The name of this eminent colored divine 
evoked a round of applause. He was 
escorted to the platform by "Delegate 
Hill (colored) of Mississippi. 
As he 


took his place the audience arose to its 
feet. He is a fine figure, and a magni- 
ficent specimen of the race. The' bishop 
gave thanks for the blessings of liberty, 
which have been gained by our fathers 
In. the days gone by, for the blessing's 
ol! liberty given to every race under 
American Institutions, spoke of the 
wealth and culture, composing the con- 
v«ntion, gave thanks for Abraham Lin- 
coln, who had broken the fetters of the 
shive, and for.the organization which 
had opened the avenue to advancement 
to a race long oppressed. He asked that 
probation and civil liberty be given to 
every man. 


At the conclusion of the prayer, Mr. 


Thurston recognized Delegate Madden 
of Illinois, who presentee: the chairman 
with a gavel made of wciod taken from 
a house once lived in by Abraham Lin- 
coln. The gavel, he said, should be pre- 
sented to the nominee of the conven- 
tion. Chairman Thurston accepted the 


j gavel -with a graceful little spesch, and 


promised to deliver It after the conven- 
tion to the man who was to be "the 
President of the United States." 


Before the cheering ceased, Mr. Den- 


nis of Kentucky, another gavel bearer, 
mounted the platform to present to 
Temporary Chairman Fairbanks, on be- 
half of the Young Men's Henry Clay 
club of Lexington, a gavel cut from a tree 
on the homestead of Henry Clay. More 
remarks of acceptance by Mr. Fair- 
banks, predicting the future of Ken- 
tucky as a. state permanently Republi- 
can. 


Delegate Torren ot Minnesota, in an 


appropriate speech, presented to the 
convention a table made by some of the 
schoolboy of Minneapolis, for use at the 
national Republican convention held in 
that city, four years ago. After accept- 
Ipg this table with. a. graceful speech, 


i Chairman Thurston called for the re- 
port of the committee on credentials. 


Delegate Fort of New Jersey, the chair-, 


man of the committee, mounted the plat- 
form and read the report.

The American Wool Reporter gives 


in its last edition a very interesting 
reri.es of. statistics oil the number oi 
sheep in the United States" in 1690 and 
in 1895. This shewing baa a value both 
economic and political It is of interesl 
to know the industrial condition of the 
various sections of onr country, and Lj 
having information bearing upon thiE 
subject ths statistician and economist is 
in :i position to judge of the .change 
that are from time to time taking place 
in the industrial -welfare of -the people. 
If there is a great falling off in the 
number of sheep raised in a western oi 
the amount of cotton grown in a south- 
ern state, -while there is a marked in- 
crease in one or the other of these re- 
spects in* another state, .the conclusion 
may fairly be drawn that new industrial 
conditions have preseuted themselves, 
and that the people have accommodated 
themselves to tfte altered situations. 


In its political aspect the statistics oi 


shecip in this country have a distincl 
value, for tho reason that a few year: 
ago it was claimed by those who ware 
the advocates of the system of high pro- 
tection that if •wool was placed upon 
the free list we should no more raise 
sheup in this country than we now raise 
tea or coffee; that the flocks.would be 
exterminated and that we should be en- 
tirely dependent upon foreigners for our 
supply both of wool and mutton. Tha 
table of statistics wo are referring to 
proves conclusively that this is.not the 
case. Taking the estimate of the United 
States census in 1890, it is found that 
at time there were 40,876,318 sheep in 
this country, while the careful tables ol 
The American Wool Reporter—table.! 
prepared by counties in all of the states 
trad territories of the Union—shisw that 
there were on tha last of December ol 
1S9C in this country 38,521,265 sheep. 


Now this is very far from extermina- 


tion. Indeed, taking into Recount thci 
depressed condition of business affairs 
during the last few years, due to the 
uncertainties growing out ol our cur- 
rency system, the showing made is one 
whiuh may be called exceptionally good, 
for there has been relatively as l«irgo a 
decrease in the number of cattle, horses 
and awine in the United States iin the 
period referred to as there has been in 
tho number of sheep, while the raisers 
of sheep have in the interval been called 
to stand a change from an artificial con- 
dition of protection to. complete free 
tradu so far as their product is concerned. 


There has been, it is true, a materio] 


declino in the number of sheep in some 
of the states where large numbers oi 
sheep have been raised in the past, as, 
for example, in Michigan, Ohio anc 
Pennsylvania. On the other hand, there 
.have been increases, and in some in- 
stances enormous increases, in the num- 
ber of sheep raised in Arizona, Califor- 
nia, Idaho, Montana,Uevada^NewMexi- 
co, North Dakota, .South Dakota, Oregon, 
Washington and Wyoming. In these 
states and territories the increase in the 
number of sheep has run all the way 
from 50 per cent to 300 per cent. Be- 
sides this, there has apparently been an 
improvement in the wool clip, apari 
from tho number of sheep, since the 
output of 1895 is estimated at 809,748,- 
000 pounds, while tho product of the 
year 1894 is given as 298,057,384 
pounds. Altogether the showing is one 
which indicates that the wool growers 
have arrived at a point where they can 
hold their own, and on the score of gov- 
ernment assistance are just now in no 
more need of aid than tho raisers oJ 
hogs or cattle.—Boston Herald.

Portland, Me., June IS.—The Dem- 


ocratic state convention was .held here 
yesterday. C. F. Johnson ot Watewllle 
was Introduced as permanent chairman. 
Mr. Johnson, on accepting the.chalr, de- 
livered a long- address, In which he ar- 
raigned the Republican jjarty, and de 
nounced Its principles In general. The 
policy of the Democratic party-was com- 
mended and its president eulogized. In 
course o£ his remarks Mr. Johnson re- 
ferred to ex-Governor Bussell of Massa- 
chusetts as a presidential candidate. 


After the nomination of Edward B. 


"Winslow as a candidate for governor, 
the convention received the reports of 
the committee on resolutions. The ma- 
jority report of the committee on resolu- 
tions was as follows:

The Democrats of Maine reaffirm their 
adherence to the cardinal doctrines of 
their party, and declare that the host 
Interests of good government require: 


No sumptuary laws; no Invasion oCthe 
sanctity of the home, whether of the 
rich or the poor, nor of the person, by 
•warrants procured to gratify personal 
malice or advance of party ends under 
the pretense.of the enforcement of the 
law; no Interference with the local af- 
fairs ot the municipalities c£ the state 
Cor partisan or political purposes; no 
unnecessary increase of the number of 
public officers, nor Increase of the com- 
pensation of those already in office, and 
the abolition of all unnecessary offices. 
. T>'e demand the Impartial enforce- 
ment o£ such laws as exist, for the public 
gcod only, not to promote party Interests 
or to extort money for corrupt purposes. 


"We demand the repeal of the act of 


189::, abolishing school districts, whereby 
the people in rural districts are deprived 
of local self-government, and in many 
cases of the educational advantages to 
which they are entitled. 


During the years of high protection, 


American shipping in the foreign trade 
has fallen from 2.496,844 to S22.347 tonn, 
a. decline of two-thirds, during which 
period tlie value of our foreign com- 
merce has trebled. During the 35 years 
the Democratic policy advocated by 
Thomas Jefferson was iu force, Ameri-

Four 
or five delegates attempted to address 
the convention at the same time, and 
when shut off by the speaker, protested 
against "gag law" and "foul play." 


The "anti-gold. party, led by M. P. 


Frank of PortliAid and E. F. Hanson of 
Waldo, entered into a discussion of tlie 
monetary question, but were poon shut 
off by cries for the question. 


An attempt to pass the majority report 


by a viva voce vote was defeated! After 
two hours' of argument and turmoil, the 
convention was polled by counties. The 
majority report was adopted by a vote 
of 193 to 101, and the result -was greeted" 
with tremendous applause. The conven- 
tion then adjourned. 


Grout For Governor.

Last >"lffht-Sentlment All In Favor oT 
the ^*CTT StuJy—Schools Can be Equipped 
at1 a Cost of S350 Bach—InRtmction'of 
Mechanical 
Drawing 
ScliaolB .Warmly 


Advocated. 
From all appearances it is only a ques- 


tion of a comparatively short time when 
the manual training course will he extend- 
ed to'the grammar schools in this city. 


In Uie rooms of the school committee, 


last night, the matter was discussed and a 
unanimity of opinion favorable to tbe 
course, existed. 


Those present at the conference besides 


Supt. Wbitcomb, who presided, were 
Miss Gertrude F. Edmund of the Train- 
ing school. Principals Greene, Bacheller, 
Callahan, M.orey, Durgin, Mellen, Bur- 
banJi, Barry anil Harris of the grammar 
schools, and School Committeemen School- 
cralt, Parley and Mulligan. 


Mr. Carothers, teacher of manual train- 


ing, was also present, and explained his 
planol extending the study! He believed 
that it should be introduced into every 
school, and a room in'each building could 
be devoted to It. This could Ije'equipped 
at a cost of about S250 for each school, 
with an additional $2500 for teacher's. He 
suggested, in order to introduce the mat- 
ter, he -would devote his time to teaching 
classes from tbe Grcea and Bartlett schools, 
in the present manual training school, just 
to prove that excellent results can be ob- 
tained, and as a sort of entering wedge for 
the study in the other schools. 


Supt. ^Vhiccomh read from a paper some 


points of interest pertaining to the work 
beiug done In other cities in this state In 
manual training. 
., Each grammar master in turn expressed 
his opinion, and all agreed that manual 
training will be welcomed in the gram- 
mar schools when the co'mmlttee decides 
to have the work done in the -respective 
schools und not compel scholars to walk 
gome distance to the manual training 
school. 
• 
• 
. 


Every one welcomed a change from the 


present system to mechanical drawing, 
and deemed suoh a.move advisable. 


Of course it was conceded that the 


grammar schools are hard pressed for 
time at present and in order to . introduce 
the new branch it would be nrcessary to 
make a curtailment in some study. 
Prin- 


cipal Callahan suggested that a plan be 
arranged so that the study of geography 
can be completed in the eighth grade and 
not carried into the ninth grade as at 
present. This would admit some time for 
manual training. 


Miss Edmund spoke very favorably of 


manual training in which she has taken a 
course at the teacher's college in 
2STew 


York. - She also expressed a willingness 
and a desire to have mechanical drawing 
substituted for tbe present system of 
drawing in her schools. 


The discussion became general! and at 


its conclusion Supt. "Whitcomb said that 
he would state to tho school committee at 
its next meeting that the grammar mas- 
ters of the city are a unit in favor of ex- 
tending manual training to tbe grammar 
schools when the proper arrangements 
can be made.
